stantly tilting the axis of this wheel in space. 


The wheel turns so as to set its axis as nearly 


parallel as possible to the axis-ofthc earth. The 
-yheelyktops tilting-on^ when the two axes^are 
parallel, and this is when it points due north. 
' _The gyro-compass has nothing to do with mag- 
netic force. It is of very little,use on land; its 
greatest value is on board ship. 
, T&is instrument has been so perfected that it 
l£ practically insensible to the rojl of the ship 
antl responds only to the slow movements of the 
eartli as it rotates on its axis. -
